Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8/28/03 has 
been entered. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Suzuki 5606340. 

Suzuki shows a transistor with two resistors connected as claimed in figure 8. All 
features of the claims are shown, including the switching element 40 for each pixel 42, 
and a protection portion between a bus lines having a protection element of a tft with a 
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sorce or drain connected to one of the lines and the other connected to the shorting ring 
cl2. Therefore, these claims are anticipated by the reference. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ha 6337722. 

Ha shows a transistor with two resistors connected as claimed (cover figure). All 
features of the claims are shown, including the switching element 40 for each pixel 42, 
and a protection portion between a bus lines having a protection element of a tft with a 
sorce or drain connected to one of the lines and the other connected to the shorting ring 
cl2. Therefore, these claims are anticipated by the reference. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 8/28/03 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. 

No copies of the documents listed were provided. What was submitted was an 
abstract, which is not the underlying document, but a summary or partial translation 
thereof. Additionally, applicant indicated that a translation was provided, however no 
translation of the documents were found. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 4-12 are allowed.
